Washington, November 21.—(Special.)—Atlanta is to get the new United States prison for the south. 

torney General Griggs announced his decision to this effect today. 
Just before leaving the city to attend the funeral of his brother, the attorney general sent: for 
gressman Livingston and announced that he had decided upon Atlanta as the location for the prison. 
There is but one condition attached to the location—the city of Atlanta is to furnish the ground for 
site. 

Some time ago when Colonel Livingston had carried his fight for the prison 
recessary for him to be able to say what inducement, aside from its natural advantages, Atlanta would hold 
out, he consulted with city officials and other promineft citizens and was authorized to say Atlanta would 
duplicate any offer made by any other southern city.. All that is asked of Atlanta is that the government 
be given the necessary grounds for the site, although O&her cities offered more; and Colonel Livingston feels 
sure that his promises will be promptly made good. 


ATTORNEY GENERAL ANNOUNCES DECISION. ! 


Colone] Livingston has been very ill for a numberof days, but is on the high road to complete recovery 
and when this morning he received a message from the attorney general stating that that official was ready 
to make his decision in the priscn matter, the colonel got out of his bed, hurried on his clothes and was soon 
at the department of justice. 

The decision of Attorney General Griggs in favor of Atlanta comes as the successful] culmination of a 
long and persistent fight which Colonel! Livingston has been making. It has been a quiet fight with but little 
newspaper notoriety attached to it, and the colonel has had no active outside aid. He felt that the best way 
to win was for him, from his vantage ground on the committee on appropriations, to keep the merits of At- 
lanta constantly before the attorney general and not stir up active opposition from other southern cities. He 
has, however, had very active opposition, particularly from Raleigh. The assistant attorney general, Colonel 
Boyd, is from North Carolina, and he has been working earnestly in favor of Raleigh, having all the time the 
active aid of Senator Pritchard, who, belng the one republican senator from the south, is naturally very 
strong in all of the departments. 

But Colonel Livingston made a strong presentation of Atlanta’s advantages over any other point and he 
never allowed the matter to grow cold. Every time he has been in Washington he has taken occasion to 
talk with the attorney general about Atlanta’s superior merits. and he had the satisfaction today of being told 

that the decision in favor of Atlanta was based on the facts which he had presented. 


WHY ATLANTA WAS SELECTED. ne 


The attorney general said’that he had selected Atlanta because it was practically the geographical 
center of the territory to be served by the prison; because of its splendid climatic advantages, its elevation, 
purity of its alr and water: because it might be said to be the crime center of the south in that even if the 
prison had been located in either North Carolina or Tennessee, as had been suggested, the great majority 
of the prisoners would have in either case to be brought through Atlanta. The attorney general added that he 
indorsed Colonel Livingston's contention that it would be a great advantage to have the prison in or near the 
most prosperous and most progressive cfty of the south, and said he realized that it would be a decided ad- 
vantage in the matter of the purchaSe of supplies, as ‘well as of transportation of materials for the construc- 
tion of the building, to have it at so important a railroad point as Atlanta, where there would be the advant- 
age of competition.

The southern federal prison is to be a much larger affair than most people have realized. Prisoners from 
all of the southern states and from Delaware, Maryland and New Jersey will, when it is completed, be sent 
to the Atlanta prison. From these states, clear through to Texas and including Missouri, al] federal] pris- 
oners will be sent to the southern prison. 

While there has as yet been no appropriation for construction, the preliminary steps have been taken in 
the shape of an appropriation for the expenses of location and the appropriation committee has given assur- 
ance of its intentions to start the work going just as soon as the site is secured. 

In a general way the attorney general went over the department’s ideas with regard to this prison in 
his talk with Congressman Livingston today. The buildings wiil be very large with two large wings, the 
whole building being of stone. The present intention is to secure an ample tract of land’ outside of Atlanta and 
the establishment will, in the end, be absolutely complete,i ncluding the government’s own waterworks plant. It 
is the idea of the attorney genera] that before the prison has been absolutely completed probably $5,000,000 will 
have been expended by the government. This means that the greater part of this sum will be expended in 
Atlanta, dnd that there will bea very large annual expenditure there for the necessary supplies to keep the 
prison going.

“The government of the United States is unable to modify the proposal 
heretofore made for the cession of the entire archipelago of the Philip- 


pines. 

But the American commissioners are authorized to offer to Spain, in case the 
cession @hould be agreed to, the sum of $20,000,000, to be paid in accordance with 
the terms to be fixed in the treaty of peace. 

“It being the policy of the United States to maintain the Philippines an open 
@oor to the world’s commerce, the American commissioners are prepared to insert 
fn the treaty now in contemplation, a stipulation to the effect that, for a term of 
years, Spanish ships and merchandise shal! be admitted into the Philippine ports 
On the same terms as American ships and merchandise. 

“The American commissioners are also authorized and are prepared to insert 
in the treaty in connection with the cession of territory by Spain to the United 
States by a violation of the mutual reiinguishment of all claims for indemnity, 
national and individual, of cvery kind, of the United States against Spain, and of 
Spain against the United States, which may have arisen since the beginning of 
the late Cuban insurrection and prior to the conclusion of treaty of peace.” 


Nearest Approach to an Ultimatum. 

Next followed the terms nearest approaching to a formal ultimatum to Spain. 
The United States commissioners expressed the hope that they might receive from 
on or befoe Monday, the 28th instant, definite and 
the Philippines in connection also 


the Spanish commissioners, 
final acceptance of the proposals made as to 
with the demands as to Cuba, Porto Rico and the other Spanish islands of the 
West Indies, and Guam, in the form in wh'ch these demands 
visionally agreed to. In this event it will be possible for the joint commission to 
continue its session and to proceed to the consideration and adjustment of other 
matters, including those which, as subsidiary and incidental! to the principal pro- 
visions, should form part of treaty of peace. 

It was at this juncture that the Americans notified the Spaniards that they 
desired to treat of the religious freedom of the Caroline islands, as agreed to 
twelve years ago; also of the release of political prisoners now held by Spain in 
connection with the insurrections in Cuba and the Philippine islands;

That portion of the presentation setting forth the new proposal, the proposal 
that the United States must have possession of the entire Philippine archipelago, 
with a tender of $20,000,000 for a treaty concession of the islands, was then read. 
Without betraying their mental attitude, the Spanish commissicners suggested an 
adjournment until Wednesday.

WAS ORDERED TO 60 INTO THE PARLOR 


The Woman Followed Him and Pulling 
a Pistol Shot Her Husband Dead. 
Other Criminal News. 


Greenville §. C., November 21.—(Special.) 
The killing of George Hughes by his wife, 
Mattie Hughes, at Greers, promises to be 
one of the most sensational of Greenville’s 
homicides. The coroner’s inquest developed 
facts heretofore unpublished. The cook and 
others testified that Mrs, Hughes told her 
husband she would give him two minutes 
to fight her fairly, but his reply was that 
he woucd not hurt her for anything. He 
attempted to leave the house, 
drawn pistol, she ordered him into the par- 
lor and finally shot him as he started to 
grasp the pistol, 

Their only child, Leo, a boy of nine, was 
the only witness to the shooting. He made 
a statement which agrees wivh all other 
testimony. He said: 

‘Papa asked mamma if she had anything 
to say. 
papa, saying, ‘If you go out, I'll kill you.’ 
Papa went back. 
the pistol pointed at papa, 
would kill him, and would give him two 
minutes to fight, but he refused. Papa got 
up and mamma shot fhim.”’ 4 

Several witnesses testified that a few 
nights before Mrs. Hughes was heard to 
tell her husband that if he accused her 
again she would kil him, and cursed him 
terribly. 

The woman, now in jail, is a bold, thand- 
some creature. Several years ago she was 
involved in a local scandal and a shooting 
ecrape. She and her husband occupied 
separate rooms, the boy staying with his 
father. Mr. Hughes was successful in bus- 
iness, being assisted by his wife. A few 
weeks ago she deposited in 
bank a large sum of money in her 
name, instead of in ‘her husband's, as usual. 
Just before-his death Hughes made a wil, 
leaving everything to the son. He stated 
that the shooting was not accidental, 
when ‘his wife kissed him, exclaimed it was 
the first time in years.

New York, November 21.—Major F. J. 
Ives, chief of the Third, or provisional di- 
vision of the Fifth was the 
first witness before the war investigating 
commission today. 

Replying to questions by General Wilson, 
Major Ives said that while at Chickamauga 
he saw no distress among the soldiers for 
lack of medicai supplies. He left Tampa 
in the transport Stillwater with the Second 
cavalry. The transport was well found and 
fairly comfortable, but there were no suit- 
able accommodations aboard for the horses. 

“Were the horses placed above the men?”

all that was needed. When I wished sup- 
plies I mounted my horse and rode after 
them, and when I could not get things 
which were not at headquarters I bought 
them with the permission of my suprior.” 

Dr, Louls A. Stimson, of New York, 
testified that he had made two visits to 
Camp Wikoff to investigate the reports of 
lack of precautions against an epidemic 
of typhoid fever. He told of unsanitary 
conditions he found in the general hos- 
pital. 

The surgeon in charge of the general 
hospital told him he recognized’ the situa- 
tion, but was unable to obtain the neces- 
sary help to carry out his orders. 

“If I want a thing done,” the surgeon told 
him, “I have to take a man by the ear 
and make him do it.” 

Stimson Repeats What He Hears. 
All the surgeons told Dr. Stimson that 
they suffered from lack of competent male 
help. Dr. Conner asked Dr. Stimson if he 
did not know that it was impossible to ob- 
tain male help at the hospital; that many 
men sent from New York city were drunk 
and declined to obey orders.: Dr, Stimson 
Said he had heard from such reports. 

On September 4th, Dr. Stimson said, he 
went again to Montauk Point to investigate 
a report that soldiers were starving there. 
- “I found many men,” the doctor said, 

who told me they had had nothing to eat 
for twénty-four hours. Of’ course there 
Was enough food in the camp for well 
men, but there were a@ great Many men 
in camp who were sick, and were not 

cared for and not in hospitals. I know of 
forty men in one regiment who were put 
on a milk diet, when there was no milk in 
camp. Except in the case of the few men 
in charge and an occasional] robust negro, 
all the men in camp were in very poor 
condition. I find no fault with the physi- 
cians who yielded to pressure and per- 
mitted patients to leave before they were 
well. I criticise the system that permitted 
such a condition of affairs. The pressure 
came from governors, senators, wives, 
mothers and sweethearts.’’ 

“What I can’t understand,’’ Dr. Stimson 
said, “is why the United States government 
‘should have euffered them to leave the 
hospital before them were cured. Seventy- 
four typhoid cases picked up in the streets 
of this city were treated in the Hudson 
street hospital. They should not have been 
allowed to leave Montauk until they were 
well.’’ 

“What do you think could have been done 
at Camp Wikoff that was not done?” asked 
ex-Governor Woodbury. 

“IT think the whole conception of the 
camp was wrong. It should have been 
called a hospital camp, and conducted as 
a hospital camp entirely. The burden of 
prceof rests upon the authorities to show 


why the proper things were not done.”’

Dr. Cox of the Opinion He Was ‘trans- 
ferred Too Often. 
Washington, November 21.—Dr. 8. Clifford 
Cox, an assistant surgeon in the First vol- 
unteer regiment of the District of Colum- 
bia, today explained to Colonel Denby, of 
the war investigating commission, his con- 
nection with the case of Sergeant Dobson, 
of that regiment, who died in a Brooklyn 
hospital last September. He said he had 
not attended the case until the 2d of 
September, when he had gone to see the 
young man in hig tent, and that on the 
&h he had pronounced the case typhoid 
‘fever and ordered the patient taken to 

general hospital. 

Dr. Cox did not believe Dobson had 
suffered by being allowed to remain in his 
tent, as his case Was a very mild one. 
The young man Was lying on a bed on 
the ground, but he had a hammock he 
could have used if he had desired. 

Dr. Cox expressed the opinion that the 
patient should not have been removed to 
the Brooklyn hospital from the general 
camp hospital. 

“No doubt,’’ he said, “he was killed by 
being moved around.”’

GEN. GARCIA HAS 
NO PROPOSITION 


Caban Commissioners Reach New Yerk 
Ee Route te Washingten. 


HAVE FAITH IN M’KINLEY 


The Delegates Declare Islanders Are 
Friendly to the United States. 


GOMEZ HAS BEEN MISREPRESENTED 


He Asserts That Annexation Will Not 
Be Considered and That His Peo- 
ple Want Free Cuba. 


New York, December 21.—General Calixto 
Garcia and the other Cuban commissioners 
from the Cuban military assembly at San- 
ta Cruz del Sur, who are en route to Wash- 
ington for the purpose of laying before 
President McKinley a resolution recently 
adopted by the assembly as to tthe future 
of the island of Cuba, arrived here today 
on the Ward Line steamer Seguranca. 

General Garcia and the commissioners 
were given an enthusiastic welcome by the 
members of the local branch of the Cuban 
junta and many prominent Cubans who 
went down the bay on the tug Atlantic to 
meet the Seguranca, and when the veteran 
general came down the gang plank at the 
Ward Line dock, he was greeted with rous- 
ing cheers. It was with great difficulty that 
the police cleared the way for the party to 
reach the street, so dense was the crowd. 
Those of the party accompanying General 


‘Garcia were General Jose Miguel Gomez, 


Lieutenant Colonel Jose Ramon. Villalon, 
Colonel Antonio Gonzales Lanuza, former 
secretary of the Cuban Junta in this city; 
Colonel Cosme Terriente, secretary to Gen- 
eral Garcia; Colone] Carlos Martin y Poey, 
Colonel Enrique Villuendas and Lieutenant 
Ricardo Koby. 

General Garcia, when seen on the steam- 
er, said he was delighted to be in New 
York again and that he looked forward 
with pleasure to the committee’s call on 
President McKinley. 

It will go to Washington in a day or two 

to see the president and after seeing how 
the work for their army is being accom- 
plished in the United States, will return 
to Cuba. 
“We have no feeling for the United States 
other than that of friendship and gratitude. 
I believe in occupation urftil order has been 
restored. I believe in the United States 
having Cuba, but not forever. I am for 
free Cuba and so are all other Cubans. 
There is no sentiment on the island for an- 
nexation, All Cubans have faith in Mr. Me- 
Kinley. 

“The commission, of which I am the 
head, is not going to Washington with any 
propositions for the president's considera- 
tion. We are going there to tell of the 
country and to better the arrangements 
for the establishment of a postoffice sys- 
tem. American occupancy is a necessity— 
but not forever.’ 

General Garcia also said that at the as- 
sembly at Santa Cruz del Sur there was 
the greatest spirit of unity shown. He 
said he was in sympathy with General 
Butler’s plan to employ Cuban soldiers as 
police. 


“I believe the plan is a good one,” he 
said. ‘The men could be under the direc- 
tion of Cuban colonels who would report 
to the general. 

“The present plan is to keep the Cuban 
soldiers under arms until the Americans 
come into a district and then the Cuban 
officer in the district will offer the services 
of his men to the American colonel. Those 
who are wanted’are retained by the Amer- 
ican officer and the others are sent home.” 

General Garcia said he did not know 
where the capital of the island would be 
situated, nor did he know when the first 
presidential election would be held. He 
said the evacuation of the island was pro- 
gressing ‘“‘as slowly as the Spaniards can 
do it. They still hate to give up the cus- 
toms receipts.” 

He thought the stories of the trouble 
with Spanish soldiers owing to their sala- 
were greatly exag- 
gerated and that in time whiutever was 
due them would be paid. General Garcia 
said there was still great suffering in the 
towns, the people lacking food and medi- 
cines. In the field, however, the men did 
not want, as they were supplied by volun- 
tary contributions from the people, which 
were given in spite of need, 

He also said that he had not heard that 
General Gomez had discharged all the 
Americans .who were acting as officers 
in the Cuban army and that he did not 
know General Gomez was unfriendly to 
the Americans.

| WON’T MOVE ON CIENFUEGOS YET 


War Department Instructs General 
Wilson To Dispose of His Troops. 


Washingtcn, Novembér 21.—The war de- 
partment has found that it is impractica- 
ble to occupy Clenfuegos before the Ist of 
January and Major General Wilson, com- 
manding the First corps, who was desig- 
nated to occupy Cienfuegos, has been di- 
rected to make such disposition of the 
troops that were about to sail as in his 
judgment will best serve the interests of 
the army. 

A short time ago a brigade under com- 
mand of General Snyder was ordered to 
be placed tn readiness for immediate ser- 
vice and occupation of Cienfuegos. 

Since that time it has been found that 
there are now 19,000 Spanish troops at Cien- 
fuegos and that more Spanish troops are 
to Le sent there, so’that the Spanish gar- 
rison cannot be removed in time for occu- 
pancy by the American troops on or abeut 
December ist. This was the date original- 
ly fixed when General Snyder should go 
to Cienfuegos. 

Besides the 19,000 troops originally at thin 
place, it has been found necessary to send 
a large number of troops from Havana ¢n 
account of the disturbances ang@ mutiny 
which have occurred there.

one can chailenge Mrs. Zeisler’s right to 
nie pion the sreatest masters in the field 
oO o 6 inique. nis was apparent over and 
over again last night. At the same time, 
the almost matchless evenness of her scale, 
which sounds like a glissando, delighted the 
most highly cultivated auditor. The amaz- 
ing power of tone was evident in the Bee- 
thoven sonata and the “Erl King,’ while in 
the ‘‘Hark, hark, the Lark” and some of the 
Chopin numbers she displayed an incom- 
parable delicacy of touch, tenderness and 
poetic feeling. 

The most difficult florid passages were 
rendered in a style which was notable for 
grandeur and artistie oéeauty. The eanti- 
lene parts were full of soul and warmth; 
they were real singing, so round and mel- 
low and sonorous. Many a listener could 
barely restrain the impulse to applaud in 
the very middie of some of these fascinat- 
ing. passages. The tone effects in pianis- 
simo movements were as soft as sylph-like 
whisperings, while the bravura work thun- 
dered Hke the hurricane. 

The familiar ‘‘Erl King’ was her most 
popular number. One ‘could almost see the 
horseman’s wild ride ‘so spat durch sturm.” 
The clatter of the hoofs, the tempest wild, 
the pitiful ery of the affrighted child, the 
plaintive pieading of the ‘“‘Erl Koenig,’’ the 
reassuring voice of the father as his steed 
flew on and on, and at last, the tragic cli- 
max were all as realistic as though they 
had been enacted before the eyes of the au- 
dience. A great burst of applause greeted 
the dramatie conclusion and the master re- 
sponded with a soothing encore. 

Liszt's “‘Rhapsodie Hongroise’’ was the 
finale, and it seem to be something new, 
for there are scarcely thalf a dozen pianists 
in the world who could interpret its beau- 
ties as did this artist from Chieago. Mrs. 
Zeisler is unquestionably one of the great- 
est living virtuosos, approaching, as she 
does in many respects, the great Polish 
wizard. Her endurance, memory and faith- 
fulness in detail were remarkable.

YRANCE AND ITALY’S TREATY. 


Commercial Agreement Arrived at Be- 
tween Two Countries. 

Paris, December 21.—It was quite unex- 
pectedly announced this afternoon that a 
commercial treaty has been concluded be- 
tween France and Italy, granting mutually 
favored treatment except for silk goods, 
which will remain subject to the maximum 
tax. A bill embodying the agreement will 
Le submitted immediately to the chamber 
of deputies. 

The government also introduced a Dill 
in the chamber today modifying tho wine 
duties favorably to Italy. 

The negotiations that have culminated 
in these arrangements have been on foat 
for two years. ‘ 

It is beheved that the Fashoda affair 
was instrumental in inducing France to 
grant the mecessary concessions, though 
it is noteworthy that the silk duties, which 
caused the breaking of the treaty in 1887, 
remain almost unchanged. The negotia- 
tions have been conducted with the ut- 
most secrecy. The exact effect of the ¢gon- 
cessions involved ‘is not known yet, but 
it is expected that they will have an tm- 
portant political influence for the removal 
of a long standing friction between the 
two countries. 

The treaty, it ig noticed, was concluded 
during the absence of Emperor William 
from Germany, and there is much specu- 
lation regarding its probable results upon 
the European alliances.

Piesident McKinley Invited To Visit 
Montgomery After the Atlanta 
Jubilee Next Month. 


.Montgomery, Ala., November 21.—(Sne- 
clal.)—The proposition of most general in- 
terest that was introduced in the genera] 
assembly today was a joint resolution by 
Mr. Wallace, a brilliant young member 
from Madison, seeking to memorialize the 
Alabama representatives in congress to 
vote against any measure proposing to an- 
nex to the United States any territory not 
contiguous thereto. 

The resolution applauds the courage and 
the attainments in the recent war. of the 
army and navy of the United States, but 
declares that the purpose of the war was to 
frea an oppressed people, and not to ac- 
quire. foreign territory. The’ resolution 
was referred to the committee on rules. 

Mr. Wallace proposes to push ifs adop- 
tion, and it will likely produce a spirited 
discussion. 

A resolution prevailed in the house pro- 
viding for the adjournment of the assem- 
bly on Thanksgiving day. 

Mr. Davis, of Marion, introduced a bill 
providing for the investigation of the pro- 
priety of reprinting the supreme court re- 
ports of Alabama. Some of the reports 
sel} for $30 ,and are too expensive for the 
Purpose of many lawyers. . 

Mr. Hurst introduced a bill to 
Sheriffs to allow persons under arrest 
charged with misdemeanors to furnish 
bail before committtng them to jail, where 
practicable. 

Mr. Jones, of Lee, introduced a measure 
Seeking to limit the daily working time in 
mines and factories to ten hours a day, 
and prohibiting the employment of children 
under eight years of age. 

Mr. Harris, of Lee, undertakes, in a bill, 
to reduce the compensation of the supreme 
court reporter from $900 to $700 a volume. 

A bill by Mr. Davidson, of Jefferson, to 
raise a joint committee to revise the new 
code of Alabama,’ was referred to the com- 
mittee on rwiles. He also introduced a bill 
providing regulations for holding primary 
elections in Alabama. 

The committees have now got down to 
work with a will, and by tomorrow or next 
day the senate and house will have a sub- 
stantial number of bills on their calendars. 

A bill was introduced into the general as- 
sembly today by Representative Poole, of 
Marengo, proposing that the state appro- 
priate $00 for the purchase of a handsome 
sword for Richmond Pearson Hobson, The 
assembly appears to be unanimously {n 
favor of the bill.

Looks Rather Nepotistic. 

Hon. W. C. Bibb, of Montgomery, intro- 
duced a bill into the assembly today which 
develops an interesting state of affairs. 
There has been an aggressive contest re- 
cently between several prominent citizens 
of Montgomery, one of which was Mr. 
Bibb, for appointment by Chancellor Parks, 
the newly elected chancellor of this divis- 
ion,. to the registership in chancery for 
Montgomery county. Recently it became 
whispered around that Chancellor Parks 
would appoint ‘this distinguished father, 
Judge Parks, of Pike county, to the de- 
sirable place, but the applicants and their 
friends insisted that it was unreasonable 
for the chancellor to appoint any other than 
a citizen of Montgomery county to the 
place; and for the further reason that as 
Mr. Parks had been elected chancellor, his 
brother, Hon. Richard H. Parks, solicitor 
of the twelfth circuit, and ‘his brother-in- 
law, Hon. Charles Bricken, of Crenshaw, 
solicitor of the second circuit—three of the 
best places in the state—the appointment 
of his father would smack of nepotism. 
Chancellor Parks, however, did appoint his 
father to be register for this county, and 
the elder Parks thereupon appointed two 
of his younger songs, also residents of Pike 
county, to the two clerkships in the office. 
This proved to be too much for the Mont- 
gomery county applicants and their friends. 
Tomorrow Mr. Bibb will introduce a bill in 
the house providing for the election by the 
people of a register in chancery for Mont- 
gomery county. The Dill provides that the 
first election shall be held next spring, un- 
der the state election laws, and that there- 
after the election shall be ‘held simulta- 
neously with that of the chancellor, every 
six years. Mr. Bibb makes the showing 
that, before the end of their terms, Judge 
Parks and his sons will have drawn $100,600 
from the treasury of the state. Mr. Bibb’s 
bill provides for the payment of the ex- 
pense of holding the first election out of 
the first funds accruing to the register after 
his installation. The Parks are exceedingiy 
competent public officials, but Mr. Bibb 
insists that they are about to receive more 
than their share. 


A Doubtful Proposition. 

There is talk of there being a contest 
over the election of a solicitor of the 
thirteenth judicial circuit, the little circuit 
down near Mobile. The constitution of the 
state provides that all solicitors shall be 
elected for six years. The eleventh, twelfth 
and thirteenth circuits were established 
only four years ago, and the solicitors 
of these circuits would appear, under the 
constitution, to be entitled to two years 
more of service. The _ solicitors of the 
eleventh and twelfth circuits were elected 
to succeed themselves, but there was a 
change in the thirteenth, and there is said 
to exist on the mmrt of the present incum- 
bent, Mr. Brooks, an intention of insisting 
on representing the state for two years 
longer.

The meeting was ad- 
dressed by E. R. Carter. a prominent col- 
ored minister of Axglianta. who did much 
to help the prohibixion campaign in At- 
lanta some time aga Ile made a stirring 
appeal to the negro voters present to cast 
their ballots for prohibition, and at the 
close of his talk marry of the negroes said 
that they would vote the prohibition ticket. 

Hon, Dupont Guerry addressed the meet- 
ing of the white people which was held in 
Vineville. The main subject of his speech 
was a reply to the imterview of Mr. Alex 
Block, a leading whisky man, which ap- 
peared in The Journal a few days ago, and 
also one which was in yesterday’s Consti- 
tution. Mr. Guerry made things warm for 
@ while, and was frequently interrupted 
by applause. He will make several other 
specches this week. Carter will address 
the negroes again at the prohibition tent 
tomorrow night. 

The prohibitionists corrected the impres- 
sion that has got out that Dr, Lee was 
called down, at the tent meeting last nkghi. 
They said that they kept him two weeks 
over time, and that would have kept him 
longer, however, if ‘he would have stayed. 

The whisky men are hard at work, and 
the making a canvass of the county. The 
prohibitionists are doing the same thing, 
and both sides are claiming the victory by 
majorities that seem out of the question. 
The conservatives are of the opinion that 
the fight will be very close, and that it is 
hard to tell which side will win.

Some 
of the most prominent citizens in the citv 
are down on Mr. Jones for the manner in 
which he delivers his sermons, but there 
are others just as prominent who uphold 
him in it, and say that he is rig'nt. 

Ail Kinds of rumors can be heard regaré- 
ing what will be done by the whisky men 
on the day of election, but no attention is 
paid to them. The city was never so stirred 
up before and everything will be in a state 
of uncertainty until after the election.

The soldiers who are now camped in 
Macon seem to have fallen very much in 
love with the city. They say that the 
peop.e there are the cleverest that they have 
ever seen, and that they hope tu remain

The turbulent negro soldiers who at- 
tempted to take the city Saturday night are 
still under guard and are held as prisoners 
of war. The leaders of the mob are in 
the provost guard house and will be held 
there until they are tried. The guns which 
were taken away from them have been 
brought into the city and they will not be 
given back. The Tenth immunes, the regi- 
ment which cause@g some trouble on 
ite arrival, has proven to be a very orderly 
set of negroes and has given the offiaers no 
trouble since the Gay of its arrival, 

Major General Bates returned last night 
from Knoxville, where he went a few days 
ago to look after some troops that were 
under him and have been ordered to Cuba. 
fie will move his headquarters out near 
the camp this weck. His baggage and other 
equipments arrived today, and as s00n as 
the other regiments, which are expected 
here tomorrow and next day, arrive he 
will move out. 

The signal corps has been at work several 
days on the telephone line from the head- 
quarters to the «camps and will have its 
work completed by tomorrow. Ali of the 
soldiers were put to work this morning 
grading the company strects, and they now 
have the camp in an excellent condition. 
The camps have been pronounced to be in 
the best locations possible and the sur- 
geons say that there is no danger of any 
disease breaking out among the men. 

Recular drilis will be commenced this 
week and the people will have an opportuni- 
ty of witnessing dress parades every after- 
noon. The camps are visited every day 
by large crowds of people, who go out to 
visit the soldiers. 

The provost guard has had very little to 
do today and nothing exciting las happen- 
ed.

The street car companies are growing rich 
hauling the soldiers. It is estimated that 
each line ‘hauls over a thousand a day.

POLICEMAN KILLS A BAD DARKY 


While Resisting Arrest He Was Shot 
by Columbus Officers. 

Columbus, Ga., November 21.—(Special.)— 
As a result of his attempt to annihilate a 
portion of the Columbus police force, Stur- 
key Pye, a notorious young negro, is dead, 
after ‘having suffered a day or so at the city 
hospita:. The other night Officer Sheridan 
arrested a disorderly negro. Pye came up, 
flourishing a big pistol, and made a demon- 
Stration, advising the other negro to resist. 
He continued this demonstrations and as a 
result some shots were fired by the officer, 
who pursued the desperado. Pye, unhurt, 
escaped. That night a number of officers 
surrounded his house, but he made his es- 
cape, firing at the officers, who returned 
the fire. Friday night officers surrounded 
him in a house in the suburbs and a pitch- 
ed battle resulted. The negro was shot in 
the abdomen, but none of the policemen 
were hurt. Pve was carried to the city 
hospital, where he afterwards died. Pye 
was the Gyp South of Columbus. From 
boyhood up he had been in all sorts of 
trouble here and was notorious in police 
circles. 


GRAHAM GETS A NEW TRIAL.

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Extracts from Judge Sweat’s Decision 
in the Case. 

Waycross, Ga., November 21.—(Special.)— 
Judge J. L. Sweat granted a new trial Sat- 
urday in a murder in the following 
unusual proceeding:

VESSELS WILL ARRIVE IN PORT TODAY 


f£nd Tomorrow the Georgians Will 
March Aboard One of Theni, 
Bound for Nenuvitas, Cuba. 
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Savannah, Ga., November 21.—(Special.)— 
Colonel Curtis Guld, Jr., inspector general 
of the Seventh army corps, has been busy 
all day making arrangements for the camp 
site for the Third Georgia regiment, which 
was to have reached the city tonight 
shortly after 7 o’clock. The arrival of the 
regiment was reported at the DeSoto hotel 
at one time this evening, but it turned out 
that there thhad been a delay for some 
cause up the Central railroad, and the 
train dispatcher: informed the corps offi- 
cials that the first section of the regimental 
train’ would not reach the clty until 2 
o'clock in the morning. The second section 
will follow shortly afterwards, and the 
third will he in before 5 o'clock. 

Colonel George E. Pond, chief quarter- 
master of the corps, instructed the railroad 
authorities tonight to switch all the trains 
bringing the Third Georgia out to the 
works of the Georgia Car and Manufac- 
turing Company, on the Ogeechee road, 
about three miles from the city. This 1s 
the spot where Colonel Sergeant's regiment 
of immunes was camped, and from which 
it had such a long and hot march to the 
Central railroad wharves. Arrangements 
have been made, however, to have the 
Third Georgia moved to the wharf on 
trains. The regiment will not pitch all of 
its tents here, 

Colonel Pond has heen informed. that 
transports left New York on Sunday for 
the purpose of carrying this regiment to 
These transports are expected 
here tomorrow afternoon or night, and the 
regiment will, in that event, be loaded on 
Wednesday. The officers’ tents will be 
pitched, but the men will be housed under 
the large shed belonging to the company, 
the use of which has been kindly permitted 
by President J. J. McDonough, one of 
Chatham’s legislators. Four transports are 
now on their way to Savannah, and either 
the Chester or the Roumania will carry 
the Georgians to their new post. 

A formal military review of the First 
division of the Seventh army corps was 
held in the park extension this afternoon 
in the presence of thousands of Savan- 
nahians. There were more than 6,000 men 
assembled on the western side of the 
parade ground, which is a nineteen-acre 
field in the center of the city. General J. 
Warren Keifer, commanding the division, 
and his staff were stationed on the extreme 
eastern side of the six regiments—the First 
Texas, Second Louisiana, Third Nebraska, 
Second South Carolina, Ninth Illinois and 
Fourth Illinois—being massed opposite in 
company front. The Second South Carolina 
regiment, in command of Colonel Willie 
Jones, led the march past the reviewing 
stand. The division was in command of 
Brigadier General Loyd Wheaton, the com- 
manding officer of the First brigade, while 
General Wheaton’s brigade was commanded 
by Colonel W. H. Mabry, of the First Texas 
regiment. The commanding officers turned 
out and took their stand with the review- 
ing officers in regular military style, while 
each regiment band turned out as its regi- 
ment passed. 

While there were soldiers massed 
there than on the occasion of the corps 
review, the sight was a somewhat more 
imposing one, owing to the formal manner 
in which it was conducted.

Simon Ray Slashes the Neck of Mar- 
tha Walker with Keen Razor. 


POLICEMAN WAS WEAR AT WAND 
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Ray Promptly Caught and Arrestei. 
Woman’s Head Had To Be Held 
on Her Shoulders. 


Simon Ray, a negro barber, caught Mar- 
tha Walker, a negro woman, by the hair 
last night and diew a razor with all his 
might across the back of her neck, driving 
the keen blade down to the spinal column 
and almost severing her head from her 
body. 

The woman's head had to be held¢on her 
shoulders by a pol.ceman while the ambu- 
lance was being summoned, and she cried 
out that her head was off and begged the 
people standing around to put it back on. 
Several times her head fell forward and 
would have choked her to death had the 
Officer not quickly caught it and held it in 
place, 

The affair occurred where an alley enters 
Butler street, between Decatur and Gilmer 
streets, and not more than a block from the 
police barracks. 

Simon Ray and another negro, Warren 
Hood, were at the mouth of the alley taik- 
ing to the woman. the razor was 
drawn and the woman nearly decapitated. 

After he did the cutting Rav shut his ra- 
zOr, placed it in his upper vest pocket and 
quietly started to. walk away, remarking 
when some one asked him who did the cut- 
ting: 

“I did {t, by G—d, with my razor.” 

t chanced that Patroiman DeBray, who 
was to go on duty on the morning watch at 
12 o'clock, Was near the scene, and he over- 
heard the remark of Ray.

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A Happy Solution. 

The action of the general judiciary 
committee of the senate on yesterday in 
reporting unanimously by substitute the 
house bills for the popular election of 
judges and solicitors of the city and 
eriminal courts of Fulton county, but 
deferring the election until the next 
general state election, offers a happy 
solution to the threatened conflict be- 
tween the house and senate bills. 

Senator Nesbitt, who represents the 
district in which Fulton county is lo- 
cated, appeared before the committee 
armed with petitions signed by nearly 
two thousand citizens of Atlanta pro- 
testing against a special election at this 
time and urging the amendment of the 
house bills so as to provide that the 
matter be relegated to the next general 
state election, vacancies occurring in the 
meantime to be filled by appointment 
of the governor. 

No advocate of the election of these 
officers by the people can find just cause 
to criticize the substitute of Senator 
Steed, which provides for their election 
by the qualified voters of Fulton coun- 
ty at the next general state election, 
appointments made by the governor in 
the meantime to expire on the ist of 
January succeeding such election. It 
embodies the wishes of the great body 
of business men of the city, protects the 
commercial interests of Atlanta against 
the unavoidable confusion of special 
campaigning and saves the people of 
Fulton county the expense Of an unnec 
essary separate election. 

The unanimous report of so large and 
important a committee, embracing more 
than one-third the entire membership of 
the senate, will naturally carry con- 
clusive weight when the measure comes 
up for consideration by that body, and 
the committee’s report will, no doubt, 
be adopted with little or no opposition. 
This action on the part of the senate 
should insure the passage of the sub- 
stitute by the general assembly and its 
consequent enactment into law. 

The Constitution has, from time to 
time, cordially commended the princi- 
ples embodied in the Steed substitute, 
and it is to be hoped that every friend 
of popular election will aid in its adop- 
tion by both branches of the legisla- 
ture. 

A Posthumous Message. 

Ex-Governor Atkinson’s remarks on 
the financial condition of the state are 
interesting, but the fact that they are 
posthumoug so far as his official life is 
concerned, will possibly invite comment 
and criticism. Some of the newspapers 
of the state have been very severe in 
their animadversions on the ex-govey- 
nor’s administration, holding it respon- 
sible for the present condition of affairs. 
The Constitution has never been tempt- 
ed to carry criticism so far. It has 
neither echoed these animadversions nor 
reproduced them, but has felt that no 
matter where the responsibility lies, it 
is better to apply a prompt remedy than 
to engage in criticism and crimination. 
This course it has so far successfully 
pursued that it has fallen foul of neither 
the last legislature nor Governor At- 
kinson’s administration. 

We think, however, that the posthu- 
mousness (as it were) of the ex-gover- 
nor’s message will invite the criticism of 
the captious, and for this reason: The 
situation is in no wise different now 
from what it was during the last months 
of his administrations, and the sugges- 
tions which he now puts forth would 
have had more weight, and would have 
been more to the purpose had he em- 
bodied them in his last message to the 
legislature. Indeed, the situation jus- 
tified a special message; an official mes- 
sage and not a posthumous one. 

Ex-Governor Atkinson’s remarks about 
the tax-dodgers have our cordia] approv- 
al with this exception, that we do not at 
all believe that the tax-dodgers are mak- 
ing any serious effort to remedy the sit- 
uation, or to reduce the rate. We 
think, therefore, that the ex-governor 
does injustice to the great body of the 
people and to the many public men who 
ere trying to serve the public interests 
when he identifies ag tax-dodgers those 
who are now seeking to remedy the pres- 
ent situation by cutting down expendi- 


further increase in the tax rate. There 
are tax-dodgers, it is true, and plenty 
of them, but what interest have they in 
reducing a rate which doesn’t affect 
them materially? The tax-dodging class 
has never received any favors from The 

Constitution. It has been after them 
with a sharp stick for years, and it is 
ready to indorse any legislation that 
promises to put the finger of the law 
on the eyil of tax-dodging. , 

The Constitution favored the law 
which established the equalization 
boards, and opposed unsuccessfully the 
repeal of that law before it had been 
given a fair trial. Its repeal came at 
the end of a year, before any serious 
attempt had been made to apply it and 
before it could be given a fair test. If 
the repeal was secured by the tax-dodg- 
ers they received neither sympathy nor 
assistance from The Constitution. Nor 
do we sympathize with them now. We 
are in favor of any measure that prom- 
ises to compel all forms of property to 
bear their just burdens. But, as ex- 
perience has shown, any effort to reach 
the tax-dodgers is in the nature of an 
experiment; the result cannot be defin- 
itely stated before hand. More than 
that, the permanency of such a measure 
cannot be counted on; the same influ- 
ences that brought about the untimely 
repeal of the equalization is certain to 
be mustered against any law of that sort 
the legislature may adopt. 

Therefore, while The Constitution is 
perfectly willing to indorse and encour- 
age any serious and promising effort to 
equalize the burdens of taxation, it can 
not close its eyes to the fact that such 
a reform cannot be put in operation in 
time to meet the emergency that will 
culminate next July. Ex-Governor At- 
kinson, we believe, figures it out that 
there will be no such emergency as that 
which the state treasurer bas set forth. 
But a fact so important cannot be fig- 
ured away when the moment of settle- 
ment comes. By kiting around and 
swapping about, and making one debt 
stand for another—or by borrowing 
money, or increasing the tax rate—no 
doubt the emergency could be postponed. 
But why engage in such maneuvers? 
Why not face the facts and have done 
with it? ‘Why not take in our sails 
until times grow better and people are 
better able to bear the burdens which 
“progress” naturally imposes on them. 

It is worthy of note that ex-Gover- 
nor Atkinson’s officially posthumous 
message winds up with a furious assault 
on men of straw. He calls them tax- 
dodgers, and while there are tax-dodgers 
and very active ones, we do not know 
of any of that class who are assailing 
the public school system or the confed- 
erate pensioners. ‘We know of a good 
many men, indeed, who are in favor of 
reducing expenses rather than imposing 
heavier burdens on those who cannot 
dodge taxes. We know of a good 
many men, who, in order to tide over 
an emergency, would prefer to see the 
school appropriation reduced and the 
pension list revised rather than to see 
the rate of taxation increased from $6.21 
on the thousand to $6.94. But we do 
not know why the ex-governor should 
classify these men as tax-dodgers, or 
accuse them of “assaulting” the public 
school system, 

As a matter of fact, every man who 
has spoken out, every editor who has 
proposed a reduction is known to be as 
ardent a friend of the cause of public ed- 
ucation as the ex-governor. Why, 
then, does he practically accuse these 
men of “assaulting” the public school 
system, and why does he class them as 
tax-dodgers? And if he is not doing 
this, why does he set up men of straw to 
pummel and pound? Why does he pum- 
mel and pound even men of straw, when, 
in truth, he himself has “assaulted”’ the 
school system, if not so vigorously, at 
least as certainly? 

To show this, it is only necessary to 
quote his remarks. He says that “since 
the miscarriage of one piece of legis- 
lation in the interest of the schools has 
been the chief cause of the present trou- 
ble, and since the only very large in- 
crease made for any purpose has been 
in the interest of the schools, “he thinks 
they should submit to some temporary 
reduction which cannot seriously affect 
them, but one which will result in ul- 
timately putting them on a sounder 
basis.” 

This is a very interesting paragraph 
for several reasons. We find that there 
is a “chief cause of the present trouble.” 
We find also that there is a “present 
trouble.” We discover, moreover, that 
the ex-governor is as willing as any- 
body to “assault” the public school sys- 
tem. Hehas not assaulted it, of course; 
but if anybody has assailed it, he has. 
The truth is, ex-Governor Atkinson 
makes identically the same proposition 
with respect to the public school system 
as those whom he charges with assault- 
ing it. He says that there should he 
some temporary reduction. ‘Well, that 
is what The Constitution said and 
says. The emergency, the “present 
trouble” is temporary, and nobody ever 
dreamed of making a proposition or sug- 
gestion that the school fund should be 
reduced permanently. It is an idea so 
preposterous in itself, so utterly ridicu- 
lous that nobody ever entertained it. 
When better times come, when the peo- 
ple are better prepared to bear the bur- 
dens necessary to improving, enlarging 
and strengthening the school system, 
there will be found no one to stand in 
the way of such necessary and desir- 
able progress. 

But before the institutions and estab- 


lishments which depend on the people 


for their support can make any real 
progress, those who pay the taxes must 
be in a condition to meet the increased 
demands on their resources. The situ- 


| ation of the people at this time is very 


real and very serious. As Georgia de- 
pends almost wholly on agriculture, we 
must be sure that falling prices and de- 
clining values have reached their lowest 
depths before we can begin to make a 
firm foundation for business, especially 
for the business of farming. Then, 
when that limit is reached, we may 
hope that the native energy and thrift 


tures for the purpose of preventing a | 
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of the people will bring about an im- 
proved condition of affairs.

This shows that, as prices and values 
have declined, the downward movement 
has been accompanied by an upward 
movement of the tax rate. But the 
most amazing feature is the fact that 
when the resources of the people were 
at almost their lowest ebb, our rulers 
insisted on increasing appropriations by 
a round sum which, during the last year 
of Governor Atkinson’s administration 
made the rate higher than ever before in 
the history of the state, and the people 
less able to pay it. 

This is why we say that if the ex-gov- 
ernord’s officially posthumous message 
had been written and delivered when the 
legislature was preparing to make a se- 
rious raid on the resources of those who 
are compelled to pay the taxes, it would 
have been far more to the purpose. If 
this had happened he would not now feel 
it incumbent upon himself to advise a 
temporary reduction in the school fund 
in one breath, and, in another, denounce 
as tax-dodgers and assailants of the 
public school system those who have 
given the same advice.

THE TAX PROBLEM.

From present indications it would seem 
that the Georgia legisiature will have to 
curtail appropriations in order to reduce 
taxation. It is aJready intimated that the 
public school term will be lessened, and 
also some retrenchment in pensions will be 
made.

The present legislature is confronted by 
one of the most serious problems with 
which that body has had to deal for some 
time. For nearly twenty years the rate 
of taxation has been steadily increasing 
until it has reached such proportions that 
the over-burdened taxpayers of the state 
are crying out for and demanding relief 
in the shape of legislation which will tend 
to decrease the present rate, which its the 
highest in the history of the state, 

Two appropriations which will in all 
probabilits’ feel the keen jedge of the 
“pruning Knife’ are the school fund and 
pensions. The amount of $1,600,000 is now 
appropriated for the former, while $700,000 
is distributed every year to confederate 
veterans. It is claimed that the state is 
spending too much money for the educa- 
tion of negro children, from which race 
the state receives very little compensation 
in taxes. One of Troup's representatives 
introduced a bill in the last house to cut 
down the appropriation $400,000 and it is 
probable that another bill to that effect 
will pass the present house. The advo- 
cates of tax reform argue that it is not 
necessary for those confederate veterans 
who are living in luxury and ease to re- 
ceive pensions from the state and the 
money should only go to indigent confed- 
erate veerans Who are in actual want and 
necd the money which is contributed by 
the state to buy the necessities of life. 
No fair-minded or patriotic Georgian de- 
sires to deprive the indigent veteran of 
any pay which the state may see fit to 
give him, but for the present at least 
pensions should be denied those who are 
amply able to live without {t. 

No doubt before the house has exhausted 
f(s work other departments will suffer, 
but the people have confidence in those 
whom they have chosen as lawmakers 
and feel that what they do will be done 
wisely and well and ere long will relieve 
many who are gradually being crushed 
under the press of taxes.

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| LETIERS FROM THE PEOPLE. 
The Farmer and the Merchant. 


Editor Constitution—I am a very interest- 
ed reader of your valuable paper and was 
especially struck with an editorial in your 
issue of the 16th instant, headed “‘Stay on 
the Farm,” because in it I am thoroughly 
aware of the fact that you were treating a 
eondition, not a theory. In that article you 
announced the fact that “from many parts 
of the state have come reports that the 
tenant farmers are abandoning their crops, 
throwing the onus of gathering on the land- 
lord and are preparing to flock into the dif- 
ferent cities of the state.’ Without even 
attempting to discuss the conditions which 
force these farmers of Georgia to abandon 
a line of toil to which they have devoted 
their life’s labor and thought and seek in 
lieu of it the crowded cities with their 
thousand vOicés crying for work, hoping 
even there to better their condition, you 

urge the country people of Georgia to 
Stand together in this great emergency.” I 
am not a pessimist, but you have stated a 
fact—the country people have lost hope and 
are willing to go anywhere to find relief and 
naturally enough they turn toward the 
cities where the nation’s wealth is confined. 

There must be some reason for this. The 
farmer grown skilled in his work and set- 
tled in his habits would hardly abandon 
both for unknown and uncertain existence, 
if the country afforded him the humblest 
comforts, or even the hope of certain ex- 
istence. The spirit of adventure is not his. 

We might as well meet the issue fairly, 
it cannot be evaded by words of hope from 
an editoria] room, when every avenue enter- 
ing your great city fs perhaps becoming 
familiar with these toilers of the field seek- 
ing to better their condition. 

No man, under the present price of the 
reat Southern product, can earn a living 
laboring on a farm, no matter how he toils, 
no matter how vigilant he is, no matter how 
he econhomizes. 

Every farmer in Georgia knows that. 

If he jis fortunate enough to have a mule 
of his own, which he may mortgage for the 
years provisions, and with him by hard 
and unremitting labor makes ten bales of 
cotton and enough corn to feed the mule 
he has exceeded the average. One bale of 
that ten bales of cotton when made into 
cloth Will clothe his entire family; and yet, 
fiving him nothing for his labor. the re- 
turns from the entire ten bales. the result 
Of his year’s toils—deducting the price of 
rent, fertilizers. assistance in hoeing and 
gathering, ginning, baggine and ties—wi!! 
not buy back one of his own bales of cot- 
ton when made into cloth. His children are 
barefooted, unschooled, half clad. Can that 
farmer stand in his cabin door and see 
hope in the flelds about him? He has 

oped, hoped long and earnestly. But he 
has seen the piice of his products constant- 
ly decreasing in the face of unkept promises

The condition, however, ts not confined to 
the farm laborer, it reaches the landlord. 
If a farmer owns his own land and is out of 
debt, I admit, that through rigid economy 
he may make ends meet. but he {is the ex- 
ception, and I am not discussing exceptions. 
A very large percentage of the landholders 
in this portion of the covntry are mere 
nominal owners. The Jands are heavily en- 
Cumbered and the title is in the varlous 
loan companies which have honeyvcombed 
the state. The rents upon those lands will 
hardly pay the interest. and as a result of 
default the ring of the sheriff’s hammer 
finds its echo on every hillside. When put 
up far sale the bidders measure the valve 
of the place by the rental] return. The 
price of cotton is so low that the few who 
have money don’t want lands and the loan 
company is forced to buy it to protect their 
loan. And thus the condition passes to the 
loan company. They rent them out. and 
early find that the farmer renter cannot 
make enough at present prices to pay in- 
terest upon thelr investment. The result ts 
you cannot pick up a weekly paper in Géor- 
gia that doesn’t carry some advertisement 
for some loan company Offering “land for 
Sale on easy payments.”’ 

You spoke of a “mutuality and reciproci- 
ty,”” but it does not exist as a cure for this 
unhappy condition between the landlord 
and the tenant. There is a mutuality and 
a reciprocity, and it exists between the 
producer and manufacturer. 

At & recent meeting of bankers in New 
York the question was widely discussed 
whether the low price of cotton would 
injure the south. They concluded that with 
the improved methods of farming it would 
not. This Suggests to me the idea of a 
man looking a wasp in the face and deélar- 
ing him ‘“‘a thing of beauty and a joy for- 
ever,’ when he’s got his sting pointed in 
the other way. It is obvious that some- 
thing is materially and radically wrong 
when these sedate and gilded money chang- 
ers of the east become interested in the 
welfare of the south. Improved methods of 
farming! They were not aware that it 
takes, as it always did, one thand to the 
horse, that a horse can cultivate no more 
than he always could, that it takes just as 
many hands to hoe out an acre as it ever 
did, and just as many reaches of the hand 
to pick a boll as ever. They forget, too, 
that fertilizers were unknown to our lands 
in their virgin state. And against this they 
put the fact that many more bales are 
made now than formerly, forgetful of the 
fact that the population has increased cor- 
respondingly, and that there are many 
more to feed and clothe. They were dis- 
cussing a question without knowledg>, fer 
but two years ago a green cotton boll was 
worth $2 on the streets of cultured Boston, 
Sevcral thousand were sold at that price 
and many more were sought, because they 
were “‘a queer and unusual thing.’’ 

But these bankers are either direct!y or 
indirectly connected with the factories that 
fix the price on our cotton, and between 
the manufacturer and the producer, as I 
have stated, exists the ‘“mutuatity and reci- 
procity.’’ I said the manufacturers fix the 
price upon our cotton; they do. The old 
ery of ‘“‘Liverpool, Liverpool,’’ is a delight- 
ful spook with which to put children to 
bed. Liverpool has nothing to do with fix- 
ing the price of our cotton. To say that a 
foreign market can fix the price of an 
American product is absurd. But recent- 
ly it has been demonstrated that while 
supply and demand are a good thing, 
they do not in this age and country have 
so much to do with the price of a product 
as is credited to them. Wheat is as much 
a necessity and as widely used as cotton, 
yet Mr. Leiter demonstrated that a single 
man, fresh from college, with a few mil- 
lions behind him could render the price of 
that prceduct fabulous and practically con- 
trol the entire output of the great west. 
What cannot, then, these manufacturers 
of the east, every one of whom, nearly, is 
a member of the cotton exchanges, do 
with the price of our cotton? 

Let them remember that when they re- 
duce the price of our product they reduce 
our capacity to purchase their manufac- 
tured material. 

Let them give us 10 cents for our cotton, 
and we will buy two yards of their cotton 

oods where we now buy one. It will 
nerease our power to purchase, it will 
increase their sales, and it will give to 
every idle man in New England a place 
to labor and a home for his family; it will 
rehabilitate the farms of the south, it will 
put clothing upon the backs of the poor, it 


prosperous the grandest people and. the 
richest country the world has ever seen. 

These manufacturers of the east have 
fattened upon the toil of the south; every 
drop of sweat poured out on southern 
fields ‘has greased the wheels of their fac- 
tories and turned their invested thousands 
into millions. Here is a chHance for your 
“mutuality and reciprosity.”’ 

Let these manufacturers think upon the 
problem, and be careful that they do not 
kill the goose that lays the golden egg.

What Are Battleships. 

Editor Constitution—What is the differ-’ 
ence between a battleship and a man-of- 
war? HENRY BLAKE. 

All battleships are men-of-war, but all 
men-of-war are not battleships. A battle- 
ship ts the largest and most powerful type 
of a man-of-war. A heavily armored, sea- 
going man-of-war, carrying guns of large 
caliber and designed primarily for fighting 
the largest ships of the enemy, is a battle- 
ship. From the earliest times a ship has 
been spoken of in the feminine gender. 
This is probably some survival of that old 
Gothic or Teutonic custom which arbi- 
trarily applies gender to inanimate things, 
a custom which still obtains in the German 
language, where a table is masculine and 
a fork is feminine. A man-of-war is a ship, 
and therefore ‘“‘she.”’ It is also probable 
that the ‘‘man’’ in man-of-war does not 
mean a person of the male gender. One of 
the old definitions of the word ‘“‘man” is 
simply a person, a being, without regard to 
sex. In that sense it is sometimes used 
today. Mankind inciudes women as well 
as men. The first part of the word ‘wo- 
man’ is merely an adjective, designating 
a certain physical form of man. But the

Two Vile Speakers.

The meetng of colored citizens in Cooper 
Union Thursday night to protest agaisnt 
the proscription and slaughter of men of 
negro blood in some of the southern com- 
munities was called for a good purpose. It 
was intended, no doubt, as a protest against 
riot and an appeal for the enforcement of 
the law. 

But its result is likely to be to incite new 
riot and to make men deaf to the law’s 
commands. x 

Two of the speakers at Cooper Uniun— 
both white—gave expression to intolerable 
and villainous sentiments. We in New 
York know Mr. Lawson N. Fuller’s eccen- 
tricities and understand the loquacious folly 
of Mrs. Elizabeth B. Grannis too weil to 
attach any importance to what either one 
says. But their words will travel to neigh- 
borhoods not acquainted With the character 
of the speakers and will awaken racial 
bitterness where it is now dormant. 

Mr. Fuller’s suggestions that young la- 
dies in the south are too easily insulted 
would be in bad taste at any time—deliver- 
ed to an audience which received it with 
sareastic laughter, and made in allusion 
to the offense which causes most of the 
southern lynchings, it was in something 
more than bad taste; it was an egregious 
blunder, almost a crime. 

When ‘this misplaced witticism sent 
through those southern communities where 
the race question is uppermost, coupled 
with the vulgar and lying assertion of Mrs. 
Grannis that “the white women and white 
girls of the south are full of colored blood,” 
it will awaken indignation which may un- 
justly be visited upon the colored race. 

The fact is that’both Mr. Fuller and 
Mrs. Grannis are much afflicted with intem- 
perate and ill-considered speech. Neither 
represents any public sentiment in New 
York. Neither is listened to with the 
slightest respect. The colored people who 
organized Cooper Union mass meeting were 
unfortunate in having two such indiscreet 
spokesmen represent the white race. It was 
from negroes that those gathered in Coop- 
er Union heard the only intelligent and 
patriotic discussion of the deplorable con- 
ditions existing in the south.

Important Tax Legislation Proposed 
in the House—Senate Reconsid- 
ers Pool Bill—Full Story 
of Routine Legislative 
Doings. 
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As a result of a compromise agreed upon 
among the supporters of the various bills 


providing for the election by the people 
of the city and county court judges and 


solicitors in Fulton and other counties the 
general judiciary committee of the senate 
yesterday unanimously adopted a measure 
which not only incorporates the best feat- 
ures of all of them, but which is more than 
likely to do away with opposition on every 
side. It will be remembered that what are 
known as the Slaton bills made the reform 
applicable only to Fulton county, and that 
the Nesbitt bill extended it to every coun- 
ty in the state. The first measures were 
opposed on the grounds that they called 
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HON. W. F. HARRELL. 
Representative from Dodge county, and the 
only official of that sort ever elected 
twice in succession in Dodge. He has 
been mayor of Eastman, in which pro- 
gressive city he is a successful business 
man, and has held several county offices. 
He is personally popular in the legisla- 

ture, and wields much influence.

the people of Fulton did not want, and the 
pecond was opposed on the grounds that 
only the people of Fulton had voted to 
urge the change in the law.

Be it enacted by the general assembly 
of the state of Georgia as follows: 

That an act approved September 6, 
1891, establishing the criminal court of 
Atlanta and the acts amendatory there- 
of, which provide for the appointment of 
judge and solicitor of said criminal court 
of Atlanta by the governor, be amended 
as follows: 

At the next general state election an 
election shal] be held for judge and so- 
licitor of said criminal court of Atlanta, 
whose term of office shall begin on the 
Ist of January after said election, and 
shall continue four years, or until their 
Successors are elected or appointed and 
qualified as hereinafter provided. The 
successors of the first judge and solicitor 
to be elected as herein provided shall 
hold office for the term of four years, 
or until their successors shall be elected, 
and the election shall bé held at the 
next: general election immediately pre- 
ceding the expiration of said terms of 
office, and is to be conducted under the 
laws applicable to the election of county 
Officers of Fulton county, with a like 
qualification for voters.

Following the reading of the bill two or 
three members spoke briefly in favor of 
it, and on motion of Senator Steed to sub- 
stitute it for the Slaton bill, the roll was 
called, and it was adopted without a single 
dissenting vote. A motion to substitute it 
for al] the other bills went through with 
equal unanimity and Chairman Fouche was 
instructed to present it to the senate in 
the morning with the usual technical rec- 
ommendation that it “do pass.” This prac- 
tically settles the matter, for the commit- 
tee, although it falls just short of being 
a majority of the upper house, clearly re- 
fiects an overwhelming majority sentiment, 
and ‘there is little likelihood that the house 
will fail to concur.

DUSY HOUSE SESSION YESTERDAY 


Several Important Measures Come Up 
in Lower Branch of Legislature. 

Pursuant to adjournment on Saturday 
the house met at 10 o’clock yesterday with 
Speaker Little in the chair, Prayer was 
offered by Rev. Walker Lewis, chaplain 
pro tem. One of the members moved to 
omit the call of the roll, but the motion 
failed to receive the approval of the house 
and the roll was called, There were some 
thirty-five or forty members who failed to 
respond to their names, but most of them 
were absent by special permission. There 
were no errors in the journal, which was 
next read by the clerk and confirmed by the 
house. 


Reports of Committees. 

When the time came for reports of com- 
mittees, Mr. Richardson, chairman of the 
committee on enrollment, reported that the 
bill to amend the charter of the town of 
Fitzgerald had duly received the signatures 
of the proper officers. 

Mr. Slaton, of Fulton, chairman of the 
general judiciary committee, favorably re- 
ported with slight alterations, the bil] of 
Mr. Le Roche, of Chatham, to amend that 
section of the code which relates to the 
carrying of concealed weapons, in order to 
exempt sheriffs, deputy sheriffs and other 
officers from the penalties attaching there- 
to; also, by. substitute, the bill of Mr. 
Morris, of Cobb, to require superior and city 
court judges to render decisions in motions 
for injunctions, new triais and the like 
within thirty days. 

Mr. Bowers, of Decatur, chairman of the 
committee on privileges of the floor, favor- 
ably reported certain resolutions extending 
the privileges of the floor to Hon. J. M. 
Griggs, member of congress; Judge A. G. 
Powell, Hon. J. W. Callahan, Hon. C. M. 
Harris and Hon. R. A. Clayton. 

Mr. Duncan, of Houston, chairman of 
the committee on corporations, favorably 
reported several bills relating to municipal 
and town charters and to other matters of 
local importance. 

Mr. Simpson, of Milton, chairman of the 
committee on pensions, favorably reported 
the bill of Mr. Blalock, of Fayette, to 
pay over to the widow of J. W. Willoughby 
the pension due said Willoughby at the 
time of his death.

Speaker Little announced that when the 
house adjourned on last Satudrday it had 
under consideration the motion of Mr. 
Moore, of Carroll, to reconsider the Dill 
of Mr. Copeland, of Walker, to prohibit 
creditors from’ sending claims out of the 
state for collection and that under the 
rules of the house that matter would next 
be taken up. Therefore, Mr. Moore, of 
Carroll, moved that the bill in question be 
reconsidered. He thought if the bill was re- 
considered that amendments could be offer- 
ed thereto which would make the bill satis- 
factory to all parties. On being put to the 
house the motion to reconsider was lost. 
Mr. Ellis, of Bibb, then moved that the 
bill be immediately transmitted to the 
senate. This motion prevailed and the bill 
was given that direction. 

Articles Manufactured by Convicts. 

Mr. Stone, of Walton, is the author of 
a bill introduced yesterday which provides 
that those officers of the state who are 
empowered to purchase supplies for the 
etate shall purchase, whenever the neces- 
sity arises, from the prison commission, 
such articles as are manufactured by the 
convicts of this state. 

To Fix the Tax Rate. 

Another important bill introduced yester- 
day came from Mr. Chappell, of Muscogee. 
This bill seeks to amend paragraph 1, sec- 
tion 1, article 7, of the constitution rela- 
tive to the power of taxation vested in the 
general assembly by adding to the section 
in question the proviso that no levy shall 
be made in excess of four-tenths of 1 per 
cent. Mr. Chappell credits Mr. Louis Gar- 
rard, of Columbus, Ga., with the author- 
ship of ‘this bill. He says that he advocates 
the bill, but that he is not the originator 
of it. 

Absentees Must Look Out. 
Mr. King, of Houston, introduced a reso- 


lution yesterday for the purpose of com- 
pelling members to attend tg the business 
of the legislature. He complained of the 
faet that members by absenting themselves 
from the session were seriously obstructing 


, the progress of matters and that something 


ought to be done. The resolution provides 
that no member of the house shall be al- 
lowed to draw his per diem for the time 
that he is absent unless he can show that 
he was absent on account of sickness. 

To Accept the Scldiers’ Home. 

Mr, Hall, of Bibb, has come loyally to 
the front as the champion of the confed- 
erate soldiers of Georgia. He is the au- 
thor of a bill introduced at yesterday's 
session providing for the acceptance by the 
State of the Confederate Veterans’ home, 
near Atlanta, when the same shall be con- 
veyed to the state in fee simple by the 
board of trustees. Under the terms of the 
bill the Confederate Veterans’ Association 
is to turn over to the state the unexpend- 
ed balance remaining in the hands of the 
association of the funds subscribed to the 
late reunion. Furthermore, it is provided 
that the governor shall appoint five citi- 
zens, to constitute a board of trustees to 
Manage the home, into which ex-confed- 
erates shal] be admitted. The unexpended 
balance of the windows’ pension fund for 
1898 is to be appropriated for the support 
of the home for the first twelve months. 
If there are not enough inmates to war- 
rant the maintenance of the home, the 
property may be matintained for some 
other charity, or be sold by the state for 
the benefit of ex-confederate soldiers. 

Mr. Brandon, of Fulton, introduced a 
Lill for the relief of Martin H. Dooly, one 
of the securities on the bond of RK. S. 
Richards & Co., lessees of the Northeast- 
ern railroad. 

Mr. Calvin, of Richmond, introduced a 
joint resolution instructing our senators 
and representatives in congress to use 
their influence to bring about the early 
completion of the Nicaragua canal under 
the control of the United States govern- 
ment 

Appointments of Committees. 

Speaker Little appointed the following 
house members of the joint committee to 
visit the state educational institutions: 
Mr. Johnson, of Floyd, chairman, in Meu 
of Mr. Denny, chairman of the committee 
on education, who could not serve, and 
Messrs. Hall, Jarnigan, Fender, Longino, 
Johnson of Bartow, McGehee and Black of 
Whitfield. On the joint committee to con- 
sider the reorganization of the judicial 
districts of the state Speaker Little ap- 
pointed Mr. Hall, of Bibb, chairman, an@ 
Messrs. Jones of Burke, Laing, Duncan, 
Chappell, Felker, Starr, Bass, Reynolds 
and McRae. 

Mr. Hall, of Bibb, introduced a resolu- 
tion providing for the appropriation of 
2,000 with which to purchase the appara- 
tus belonging to Dr. George F. Payne, 
Which is now in the laboratory of the 
state chemist. 

For the Pensioners. 

The first Lill to pass the house yesterday 
was the bill introduced by Mr. Latimer, of 
Cherokee, providing for the appropriation 
of $750 supplemental to the pension fund 
of last year for the purpose of meéting 
obligations to parties who were entitled to 
pensions but who failed to receive them 
on account of the exhaustion of the fund. 
On account of the appropriation involved it 
was necessary for the bill to be considered 
by the committee of the whole house. 
This course was taken, with Mr. Moore, of 
Carroll, in the chair, and after being 
acted upon favorably the bill was passed 
unanimously. 

Another Lill which passed yesterday was 
the bill of Mr. Laing, of Terrell, to abol- 
ish the county court of Terrell county. 

Two bills introduced by Mr. Jones, of 
Burke—one amending section 2250 of the 
code and the other repealing sections 2253 
to 2260—were also passed. These bills relate 
to the collection of claims in certain cases 
growing out of the killing of live stock by 
railroads. 

On motion of Mr. Chappell, of Muscogee, 
the senate resolution providing for a joint 
committee to investigate the condition of 
the treasury was referred to the commit- 
tee on appropriations, since it involved 
some items of expense. Another matter re- 
ferred to the committee on appropriations 
was a house resolution introduced by Mr. 
Chappell to provide for the payment of 
two extra assistant doorkeepers. 

Wants a Tax Commission. 

One of the most important matters which 
came up before the house yesterday was 
the resolution introduced by Mr. Ellis, of 
Bibb, providing for the appointment of a 
board of tax commissioners to inquire into 
the present system of raising taxes and 
report back to the next session of the 
general assembly, to be held in 1899. The 
resolution set forth the inefficiency of the 
present system and the urgent need of re- 
form in this direction. Under the terms of 
the resolution the board of tax commis~- 
stoners is to be composed of five members 
from the house and three from the sen- 
at, to be appointed by the governor and 
to act in company with the attorney gen- 
eral and the comptroller general. In sup- 
port of the resolution Mr. Ellis made a 
short but effective speech and was ably 
seconded by Mr. Bryan, of Floyd. 

On motion of Mr. Bush, of Miller, the 
further consideration of the resolution was 
set for Wednesday next, and on motion 
of Mr. Blalock, of Fayette, 300 copies of 
the resolution were ordered to be printed. 

A joint resolution was introduced by 
Mr. Jordan, of Jasper, to provide for the 
appointment of a joint committee of three 
representatives and two senators to inves- 
tigate the controversy between.

Nearly all the manufacturers and citizens 
who were present at the mass meeting 
several days ago, when the resolutions were 
adopted calling on the council to repeal the 
emoke ordinance, were there yesterday, and 
several made interesting speeches. 

Councilman Hammond introduced an or- 
dinance repealing the anti-smoke law, and 
efter a discussion lasting something over an 
hour, council referred the whole matter 
back to the ordinance committee, where it 
will. be considered again. Mayor Collier 
made a speech against repealing the ordi-

Mr. Searle. of the Atlanta Gaslight Com- 
pauy, stated he had been experimenting 
with fuel for twelve years, and claimed 
there wus no successful smoke consumer. 
Tie said that 95 per cent of the gases that 
passed through the fire boxes, was non-com- 
bustible, and gave a scientific explanation 
of why he thought it was impossible to 
coasume the smoke. 

Mr. Colvilie and the Club. 

Br. Fuijion Colville stated he was in favor 
of the enti-smoke law on the ground that 
emeke in Aiianta was a great nuisance and 
should be abated. He stated that it had 
bean abated in other cities and that there 
Was oO Teason why it could not be dis- 
persed with im Atlanta. Mr. Inman asked 
Mr. Cotville to show the audience how the 
smoke ccrll be dispensed with, and Mr. 
Colville replied that there were plenty of 
ways, Dut that the manufacturers did not 
know what they were. 

“I:. ColyvMle then stated he was in favor 
of manufacturing industries in Atlanta, of 
ereinpting the weaker concerns for five 
years, if necessary, in order to help them 
along. Dr. Turner asked if he did not rep- 
resent the Capital City Club. Mr. Colville 
replied that he did not, but that the club 
paid itis taxes and would not bother any 
of its neighbors with dense smoke if it 
could help {. 

“This question of shutting off eastern 
capital,” continued Mr. Colville on the 
amoke sybject,- ‘‘is all a bugaboo. There 
is mighty little eastern capital here, Ie js 
southern capital that has bullt up this 
city. I helleve the manufacturers of At-« 
lanta ghould take the comfort of their 
neighbors into consideration. The brewery 
recently placed a consumer on its boilers. 
The neighbors were satisfied, but the brew- 
ery is not, because it costs the company

Warm Talk from the Mayor. 

Mayor Collier cited the fact that 12,000 
tons of coal were consumed annually at 
the c«y crematory and that dense smoke 
wus hardly ever emitted from that chim- 
ney, 

“I apprehend,” said he, “‘just as much 
as any man here the great importance of 
the nuanufacturing interests of Atlanta. 
[ have contributed as much as any man 
in this city to the building up of local 
manufacturing interests without personal 
profit. Not for my lHfe would I commit 
any act that would drive them away from 
the city, for they are the bone and sinew 
of our “unicipality. I blush, however, to 
See the baby act that the manufacturers 
of Atlarda are playing in this smoke mat- 
ter. Grant that it does put something of 
a burde: on you, you owe it to the people 
of Atlanta. If there is any device that you 
can adopt that will relieve the situation 
it is your duty as good citizens to do it. 
The city of Atlanta hag been liberal with 
you. When you consider that there are 
125,000 people. here whose lives are made 
miserable ity the smoke that issues from 
your chimneys, what would a cost of $800 
amount to in such a case? 

“But it is not absolutely necessary that 
the consumers cost $800. There is a gys- 
tem that will cost much less that will de- 
Stroy the nuisance not for a day, for a 
month, but for all the time, and will save 
you 2 per cent in the consumption of your 
coal. The owners will give you a guaran- 
tee chat the device will do this. 

“Tl noticed in the renorts of your mass 
meeting held some days ago that a citizen, 
whose building [I have seen completely 
enveloped in smoke from my window day 
after day, protested against the adoption 
of tliis anti-smoke ordinance. I would not 
be surprised if the smoke has not driven 
tenants out of his buliding. I have seen 
the smoke from Block’s factory so com- 
pletely envelop Temple Court that you 
could scarcely see the building from the 
city hall.’”’ 

Mr. R. A. Hemphill stated he had 
been in Chicago six months ago and was 
attracted by the dense smoke over the 
city. On asking some ene if smoke con- 
summers had ever been guccessful there, 
tne reply was that consumers had been 
tried, »ut had never worked satisfactorily. 

“Now that the mayor has declared his 
position, 1 <o not see any use in asking 
council to repeal the law,” said Mr. Hugh 
loman., 

Mr. Dave Woodward thought the mayor 
had misunderstood the situation. He said 
it was not sv much a question of cost as 
of securing a consumer that would work. 
Ile was wilins to make a contribution 
to 2 test to see if there igs any device 
that would enable the manufacturers to 
comply with the law. 

“That ordinance was passed four months 
azo.”’ s.iid Mayor Collier, “and you have 
hac ample time to investigate consumers. 
‘the ordinance was in the hands of the 
committee for weeks ard weeks. Notice 
was €iven in all the papers that those 
interested would be given a hearing and 
only three were present. It is peculiar— 
and J] say it without reflection—that it 
was not un¢il within ten or fifteen days 
before this ordinance was to go into effect 
that one word was heard against it. Sev- 
*ral months ago the council passed a law 
requiring fenders on street cars. Railwey 
officials raised a great how! on the ground 
that there was no successful fender. The 
ccuncil had the backbone to stand up to 
the law, however, and the result has 
been that according to the statements of 
the street car men themselves four lives 
have been saved by the fenders since the 
law has been in effect. 

“it is the duty of you business men to 
know something about smoke consumers. 
The charge that this law was made for 
the purpose of depressing manufacturers 
is unmanly and not worthy of brave men,” 

Alderman Woodward then moved that 
the matter be referred back to the com- 
mittee, and the motion was carried. 

A communication was read from the 
Cole Furnace Company offering ‘to put on 
smoke consumers in Atlanta for the price 
of the coal saved by the device for the 
first eighteen months. 

After having accepted an invitation from 
the Jubilee committee to take part in the 
Jubilee exercises, and after opening bids 
for the paving on the Mitchell street via- 
duct, council adjourned on account of the 
late hour until 3 o'clock this afternoon, 
without transacting any further business.

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MAYOR VETOES TAX EXEMPTION OF 
ATLANTA HOME INSURANCE COMPANY 


Sends Council a Message in Which He Says Exemption 


Cannot 


Legally Be Made--Quotes 


City Attorney’s Opinion. 


Mayor Collier yester@ay afternoon pre- 
sei.ted to the city council his veto message 
on the action of the tax committee in ex- 
empting the capital stock of the Atlanta 
Home Insurance Company from taxation. 

The veto message is lengthy, but interest- 
ing, and is composed principally of the 
opinions of Judge Anderson, city attorney, 
on this question. In both these opinions 
Judge Anderson declares that, under the 
law, the city hag no right to exempt the 
capital of the Atlanta Home Insurance 

 # 
Company when other corporations in the 
city are requirea to pay the same tax. 

In his message Mayor Collier refers to 
the opinions of the city attorney anq states 
that the fact ¢hat other ‘states grant to 
agercgated wealth privileges and exemp- 
tions which are denied to the masses has 
nothing to do with what Atlanta should 
do. The message is to the point and fully 
explains the views of the mayor on the 
subject. . 

After Deputy Clerk Campbell had fin- 
ished tho reading of the message, Council- 
man Thomson moved that it be referred 
to the finance committee. Mr. Rice wanted 
to be heard, but the chairman ruled that 
a question to refer was not debatable. Mr. 
Rice then asked Mr. Thomson to withdraw 
his motion temporarily so as not to cut 
off debate, and Mr. Thomson refused, Mr. 
Lumpkin then offered a substitute provid- 
ing for the filing of the message. This 
was lost. The motion to refer was then 
adopted as follows:

When after the vote, Councilman 
Thomson stated it was not his 
attempt ¢o pass the papers over the mayor's 
veto, but that he wanted it sent to the 
finance committee so as to have! more 
time to investigate the _ subject. He 
stated he might agree with the mayor 
when he had looked into the matter. 

What Mayor Collier Says. 

The mayor’s message is as follows: 

“Atlanta, Ga., November 16, 1898.—To the 
Honorable General Council of the City of 
Atlanta, Ga. Gentlemen—I return here- 
with, without my approval, the action of 
the general council im adopting the ma- 
jority. report of the tax committee on the 
petition of the Atlanta Home Insurance 
Company for tax, exemption, the result of 
such action being to exempt said company 
from all taxation except upon real estate 
and commission of 1 per cent on premiums 
on business written in Atlanta. 

“According to the sworn report of the 
officers of this company, made to the 
proper authorities of the state of Georgia 
for the year 1897, ¢he actual cash market 
value of the total assets thereof was $756.- 
465.55, of which amount $45,000 consisted in 
real estate located in Atlanta; for the year 
1898, according to similar report, che actual 
cash market value of such assets was 
$803,489.45, of which sum $45,000 consisted in 
real estate located 'n Atlanta: so tnat the 
effect of your, action is to exemm from 
taxation property of this company amount- 
ing in Vaiue to $711,465.55 for the year 1897, 
and $758,489.45 for the year 1898: and

During the year 1817 the tax department 
of the city government requested a ruling 
from the city attorney i 
oa y attorney upon the question 
lere involved, and was furnished by such 
attorney with a written opinion for their 
guidance. 
wey this point in the message Mayor Col- 
ler gives in full the decision of City At- 
torney Anderson. He holds that according 
to the state constitution, which requires 
that all taxation upon the same class of 
subjects must be uniform. it would 
not be illegal to exempt the Atlanta Home 
Insuranre Company on its capital stock, 
when other corporations in Atlanta are 
required to pay on their eapltal stock. 
Judge Anderson also holds that the statute 
under which the officials of the Atlanta 
Home claim their exemption, Goes not hold 
in that it does not conform to the econsti- 
tution. Judge Anderson cites several im- 
portant decisions, and concludes by saying: 

“As a result of the whole matter I ad- 
vise you to require the Atlanta Home In- 
surance Company to return as large a 
proportion of its property for taxation as 
is required of banks, merchants and other 
tax payers, and if such return is pot made, 
to make assessment against the company 
on the basis of the return required.” 

Second Decision from Attorney. 

After the tax committee had decided to 
make the exemption, Mayor Collier asked 
Judge Anderson to Jook into the matter 
again, and the following reply was incor- 
porated in Mayor. Colljer’s message yes- 
terday:

“2. Under the constitution of Georgia all 
property within the state is taxable, except 
Such as thas been exempted from taxation 
by constitutional statutes. 

‘3. The constitution specifies what prop- 
erty may be exempted from taxation, and 
the general statutes exempt exactly the 
classes of property specified in the consti- 
tution. and the constitution declares that 
all statutes exempting other property shall 
be void. 

(4). It igs understood that the property of 
the Atlanta ‘Home Insurance Company 
claimed to be exempt is neither ‘public 
property, a place of religious worship or 
burial; and institution of purely charity, 
a building erected for and used as a col- 
lege, incorporated academy or seminary of 
learning; the real or personal estate of any 
public library or that of any other literary 
association, used by or connected with such 
library; books and philosophical apparatus; 
all paintings and statuary of any company 
or association kept ina publie hall and not 
held as merchandise or for purposes of 
Sale or gain;’ and in-so-far as the property 
of the company does not consist of these 
things it cannot be lawfully exempted 
from taxation, even by a statute, because 
the statute attempting to do so will be 
unconstitutional and void. 

‘“(S). Lawyers have sometimes tried to 
draw a distinction between actual exemp- 
tions from taxation and the escape of 
property from taxation by reason of the 
fact that it has not been ascertained for 
taxation by the tax acts. In other words, 
that while all property not lawfully exempt 
from taxation is subject to taxation, that 
none of it is in fact taxed unless specifical- 
ly named for taxation in the acts levying 
the taxes. ‘There seems to be no force in 
this suggestion as applied to the matter in 
hand in view of the statements of the 
supreme court in 83d Georgia, 144, and $2d 
Georgia, 24, and Sth Georgia, 683, quoted 
in the opinion furnished the tax assessors, 
and which is returned herewith. 

“But if it is necessary in order. fom the 
city to tax property that it shall have 
been legislatively ascertained for taxation, 
it being understood that the bulk of the 
property of the Atlanta Home Insurance 
Company consists of its capital stock and 
its surplus, either in the form of money, 
solvent debts or valuable securities, the tax 
acts of every year ascertain these classes 
o? property for taxation, and the act re- 
lied upon by the company as exempting iis 
property from taxation clearly ascertains 
all real estate and personal property as 
subject to taxation. ‘See the first and sec- 
ond sections of the act quoted in the opin- 
ion to tax assessors. 

“A careful reading of the headnotes and 
the opinion in the ease of the mayor and 
nldermen of the city of Savannah et al. vs. 
Weed et al., 84th Georgia, 683, ought to 
satisfy anybody that the city of Atlanta 
cannot make exemption lawfully. Yours 
truly, J. A. ANDERSON, 
‘*Attorney.”’ 


Would Be Open Violation of Law. 


Concluding, Mayor Collier says: 

“From the foregoing it necessarily fol- 
lows that the exemption asked for cannot 
be granted without ah open and palpable 
violation of the fundamental law of the 
state. Not only is it beyond the power of 
the general council to grant this exemption, 
but the legislature itself cannot do so. It 
is no answer ta this constitutional inhi- 
bition to say that some other state or 
states grant to aggregated wealth privi- 
leges and exemptions which are denied to 
the masses. If true, it is a reproach to 
such states, deserving condemnation rath- 
er than imitation. ‘True or not true, such 
pernicious legislation can never be upheld 
in Georgia as long as the present con- 
stitution exists. Here the requirement is 
‘uniformity.’ The very essence of honest 
government to-wit, ‘Equal justice to all; 
special privileges to none,’ is the rule on 
this subject. The rule is right, it is fair, 
itis just. Above all, it is honest, and as 
long as it remains implanted in the funda- 
mental law of our state, the power and 
influence of incorporated capital will fail 
in its efforts to fasten upon our people a 
system whose only effect is to make the 
‘rich richer, and the poor poorer.’ . 

“That the company asking this exemp- 
tion is a ‘home institution’ cannot alter 
the rule. Every banking establishment in 
Atlanta is a ‘home institution,’ yet they 
must pay upon their property of every 
‘kind. character and description,’ including 
solvent debts, choses in aetion, 
etc.. ete. Above all, every private citizen, 
be he ever so humble, is a ‘home institu- 
tlon,’ yet he, too, must pass under the rod. 
The modest bed upon which he rests his 
weary frame from after a day of toil, 
the little stove upon which his falthful wife 
prepares his homely meal, all the little ne- 
cessitles and conveniences of his humble 
home must pay tribute to the remorseless 
tax gatherer; and yet, it is largely from 
this humble class must come the hard- 
earned nickels and dimes and quarters to 
make up the hundreds of thousands of 
dollars saved

PULLMAN SLEEPER WRECKED. 
In a Wreck Last Night Near Mitchell 
Street Crossing an Engine and 
Pullman Were Injured. 

A small wreck occurred on the main track 
of the Central road leading into the city im- 
médiately under the Nelson street bridge 
last night at 10:45 o'clock. Passenger train 
56 on the Southern road due in Atlanta 
from Birmingham at 10:40 p, m. ran into 
switch engine 1168 of the Central 
throwing the engine and one of the freight 
cars attached to it off the track several 

feet. 

The Puliman coach “Scipio,” the last car 
On the Southern passenger train, was bat- 
tered in at the rear end, the trucks being 
thrown off the track and completely knock- 
ed from under the rear of the coach. None 
of the passengers on the sleeper were in- 
jured, but many of the ladies occupying 
berths were badly frightened and shaken 
up 

The passenger engine arrived in thewcity 
and passed the Nelson street bridge on the 
Southern track intending to switch on the 
main track of the Central line and back in- 
to the unlon depot. Just under the bridge 
on the Central track are two switches with- 
in three feet of each other. One of them 
threws the switch into a side track and the 
Other into the main track of the Central. 
The flagman is said to have turned the 
wrong switch and when the train moved on 
it was found to he on the sidetrack and not 
the main line, Standing on this line was 
switch engine 1108, in charge of Engineer 
Bowden, oniy a few feet away from the 
rear of the passenger train. It was then 
too late to stop the passenger engine and in 
a second the switch engine and the Pullman 
sleeper came in contact with a crash. The 
wreck of one end of the sleeper is comp!ete 
and it will require a wrecking train today 
to remove the car from the line, Last night 
the switch engine. which was badly torn 
up on one side, was pulled or the track and 
moved away. 

Immediately after the wreck the pas- 
Sengers on the injured sleeper were re- 
moved’to another coach and, without losing 
much time, the passenger train backed into 
the union depot.

The tmnterest in this city increases daily and 
Atlantians are determined to make the Jubl- 
les ‘what they first intended it should be—a 
Splendid demonstration in ‘honor of tne 
American arms for victories unparalleled 
in history.

Artangements have been made with the 
Western Union Telegraph Company where- 
by the best possible description of the great 
fight will be flashed over the wires to At- 
lanta, as it will be to every city of any size 

in the country, 


It is doubtful if any fight ever pulled off 
in this country has created the interest that 
is being shown in the bout between Corbett 
and Sharkey tonight. The visitors to New 
York to see the fight commenced to arrive 
yesterday and special trains from all over 
the country will arrive there today. Every- 
thing is in readiness for the big fight and 
there seems to be no doubt but that it will 
come off as advertised. Both men are in 
the pink of condition and will enter the 
ring tonight on schedule time to battle for 
the highest honors in pugilism. 

Tom O'Rourke states that Sharkey will 
enter the ring weighing 174 pounds, and 
Charley White says that Corbett will tip 
the beam at 181 pounds. Honest John Kelly, 
the referee of the big mill and with whom 
the club posted the $20,000 purse some weeks 
ago, has turned the money over to Frank 
Farrell, the turfman, whom Corbett and 
Sharkey ‘have selected as the final stake- 
holder. Farrell has deposited the money in 
bank and tonight he will present the winner 
of the fight with a check for $15,000 and the 
loser with a check for $5,000. 

News comes from New York that a vast 
amount of money is being piaced on the 
outcome of the fight and the men in the 
stock exchange stopped buying stocks long 
enough yesterday to make several large 
wagers. One of the largest bets made in 
New York was placed by Joe Vending, the 
sporting man. He made a bet of $2,400 to 
$3,000 that Sharkey wou.d win. While the 
prevailing odds in New York have been 10 
to 8 on Corbett, many bets at even money 
have been placed, and outside of New York 
nearly all of the large bets have been placed 
at even money. One sporting paper esti- 
mates that throughout the country at least 
$1,000,000 will change hands tonight when 
the referee declares one of the fighters the 
winner, 

As usual in prize fights, both men express 
great confidence and both seem to believe 
that they will come out winner. Whichever 
one wins, one thing is certain, and that is 
that it will be one of the hardest fought 
battles ever held. The fight is scheduled 
to begin at 9:30 o'clock, New York time, 
which is 8:50 o'clock by Atlanta time.

AUBURN CONFIDENT 


Thanksgiving Game at Piedmont Park 
Will Be a Fast One. 


TEAMS IN PRIME CONDITION 


Auburn and Georgia Make Changes in 
Their Lines for the Game.

WEW JERSEY BAND WILL BE HERE 


During the Week Past Georgia Has 
Played the Best Game the Men 
Have Put Up This Season. 


The Georgia-Auburn game to be played 
in Atlanta Thanksgiving day promises to 
be the best and most thoroughly interest- 
Ing contes* seen on the gridiron at Pied- 
mont park in years. The defeat of both 
Georgia and Auburn by North Carolina 
served the purpose of infusing life into the 
tvro teams, and as a result the men of 
both cleveng have worked hard during 
the past week and when they line up in 
this city will bein the best of condition. 

The Thanksgiving game will be played 
gtrictly under the rules of -the associa- 
tion und the two halves of the game will 
be each thirty-five minutes long. The 
other games played so far have only been 
fifty minutes in all. Against Vanderbilt 
Georgia only played twenty-five minutes 
to the half, owing to the fact that the 
men Were not in the physical condition 
to endure a game of greater length. Since 
that time Georgia has had more practice 
and against the scrubs at the university 
the regular team worked daily until every 
man is now in perfect physical condl- 
tion, 

For five years past Georgia and Auburn 
have cane to this city on Thanksgiving 
day for the annual gridiron fight and as 
both colleges have firm friends in the city, 
interest in the contest has never been 
found lacking and with the return of the 
teams the crowd goes out to the park 
decked in colors and anxious to see the 
outcome of the struggle. This year for 
many reasons the interest in the game 
ja iniense and the result will be watched 
beci use it settles for the time being the 
championship of the Southern Intercolle- 
giate Association. It is generally known 
that Georgia and Auburn have each taken 
two games of the four contested between 
the colleges and that the struggle for the 
fifth game will be waged with a fierceness 
that characterizes gridiron fights between 
the bigger colleges. 

Thanksgiving ‘“thould seem dull to thé 
lovers of football wphows a game to enjoy 
in the afternoon and no two colleges could 
be chosen in the south to play in this 
city that would attract more widespread 
interest than Georgia and Auburn. The 
afternoon of the holiday will doubtless 
find a larger crowd at Piedmont park than 
ever before watched a football game in 
Atlanta. Georgia rooters will be there 
from Athens with a firm loyalty to the red 
and black and in their wake will come 
the regimental band of the Third New 
Jersey volunteers. This regiment is one 
of the brigade camping at Athens, and 
during the short time the men have been 
in che Classic City they have developed 
a liking for the university and particu- 
larly for the Georgia team. The brass 
band of the New Jersey regiment will come 
with its noise and following behind will 
be the football cranks, constituting the 
larger part of the town of Athens, singing 
“Giory ta Old Georgla.’’ 

Auburn will not be without her contin- 
gent. for the students of that college have 
been waiting for the first of the season for 
the arrival of Thankegiying day and they 
will be here fn force to yell for the orange 
and blue. The Thanksgiving game is the 
only one the Auburn team !s allowed to play 
off their home grounds and a!l the other 
games the team has engaged in have been 
played at Auburn. For this reason the in- 
terest in the game among the Auburn boys 
is greater than ever and when the whistle 
of the referee blows for the first kick off 
Auburn will be in evidence on the side lines, 
ii . @ breachers and in the grand stand. 

Auburn Is Satisfied. 

The Auburn men are satisfied with the 
chances of their team in the coming zame, 
and while they make no boast, they say 
their men will uphold the reputation of the 
college Thanksgiving day. A letter from 
Manager Bush, of the Auburn team, re- 
ceived yesterday states that changes have 
been made in the line that strengthens the 
team perceptably. He admits that Auburn ‘ts 
light, but thinks their knowledge of the 
game and the hard training the men have 
had will make them at least a match for 
Georgia. 

Captain Mitcham, of the Auburn eleven, 
who throughout the season has filled the 
position of center rush, has been moved 
over to right guard particularly for the 
Georgia game and there can be counted on 
for as good if fiot better work than he has 
done at center. Auburn is light, but the 
team has a swiftness of motion in play 
that will discount the superiority of weight 
on the other side. The men line up after a 
play with Hghtning speed and the Signal 
of the quarterback begins before the men 
have recovered themselves good from the 
last fall. 

Georgia’s Hard Practice. 

The Georgia men took the Carolina game 
to heart in so far as it has made them de- 
termined not to lose another game if there 
is any chance of preventing it. During the 
past week the team has faced the scrubs 
for an hour of actual] play every afternoon. 
Last Saturday the team lined up against 
the eleven of the Third New Jersey regi- 
ment, composed largely of college men, 
many from the larger colleges of the north.

SPECIFIC TAXES FOR 1899-1900. 


The Committee on Ways and Means 
Take Up the General Tax Bill. 
The ways and means committee of the 
house commenced to wrestle with the gen- 
eral tax bill yesterday afternoon. and 
some progress was made before adjourn- 
ment. The general tax bill prescribes the 
Specific taxes which shall be levied for 
the years 1889 and 19% in order to meet 
the needs of the state for the years given. 
Chairman Freéman found no difficulty in 


securing the co-operation of this committee 


in the matter of considering the bill. Un- 
der section 2 of the bill the following para- 
graphs were adopted after filling out the 
blanks in each case with the figures agreed 
Opon:
